The senate inter-state commerce 
committee voted 9 to 5 today tc 
approve an amended version of 
the new Guffey-Vinson bill design- 
ed to stabilize the vast soft coal 
industry by price fixing. 
The measure would re-enact the 
price fixing provisions of the orig- 
inal Guffey 
coal 
control 
act, 
which -was invalidated by the su- 
preme court. It omits labor pro- 
visions of the original statute. 
Chairman 
Wheeler 
(D-Mont.) 
said Che most important change 
his committee made in the bill 
was revision of the so-called "coni- 
"pllance tax" feature to provide for 
and outright excise tax of one and 
one-half per cent on all soft coal, 
plus a 13 1-2 per cent tax on all 
coal In interstate commerce or di- 
rectly affecting interstate com- 
merce. 
Producers 
who comply 
with the act would be entitled to 
a rebate of the 13 1-2 per cent 
levy. 
As first drawn, the bill provided 


for a flat tax of 15 per cent on 
the sale price of all soft coal at 
the mine, with a drawback of 90 
per cent for producers who sign- 
ed the code. 
Prior to the senate committee's 
action, leaders said the bill hight 
be acted upon by the house today. 
Passage of the measure before 
adjournment has been urged by 
John L. Lewis, president of the 
United Mine Workers. 
He told 
the senate committee at hearings 
Saturday that, if the bill were not 
passed and wage cutting ensued, 
the miners were prepared to shut 
down the industry.

the centennial observance. 


Bishop E. C. Seaman of Ama- 


rillo and the Rev. Peter G. Sears 
and the Rev. Thomas J. Wind- 
ham of Houston will assist in the 
service and Bishop Harry 
Tu- 
nis Moore of Dallas will preach 
the sermon. 
At a barbecue after the service, 
wnlch will start at 10 a. m., the 
Rev. DuBose Murphy of Tyler 
will speak on "The History of the 
Episcopal Church in Texas." Roy 
Miller of the Texas Centennial 
commission will discuss "Texas." 
and Gene Wilson, Matat;orda coun- 
ty attorney, will talk on "Contri- 
bution 1o Texas Independence by 
Matagorda Men." 
Christ Church was organized 


here by the Rev. Caleb S- Ives, 
who arrived at Matagorda Dec. 13, 
1838, and first celebrated the Holy 
Communion the next Christmas. 
The first church building was 
prepared In Philadelphia and ship- 
ped by boat to Matagorda, where 
Is was assembled by Bishop Leon- 
idas Polk Feb. 24, 1844. 
The 
building was destroyed by the ti- 
dal way* and hurrican* of 1S54. 


lt was rebuilt in 1860. In 1875 
and in 1886 hurricanes destroyed 
the church buildings but the pres- 
ent structure weathered the storm 
of 1934. 
The Rev. Paul Engle. now in 
charge of the 24th rector of th« 
historic congregation, said there 
were other religious edifices in 
Texas when Mr. Ives same to 
Matagorda, but that, as far as hu 
had been able to learn, they were 
either the work of free-lancing 
missionaries or of groups sent 
from some country other than the 
United States.

Considerably more than 


three-quarters of a million 
dollars in cash, or its equiv- 
alent in United States bonus 
"baby" bonds, will be turn- 
ed loose in Navarro county 
when the processes neces- 
sary for World War veter- 
ans to secure their bonds have 
been completed, according to a. 
conservative survey made today 
by the Daily Sun. 


The best available figures Indi- 
cate a total of $819,200. 


According to figures 
compiled 


from .several sources, where appli- 
cations for the bonus bonds wero 
made out in February, 1,600 Na- 
varro county veterans applied for 
their bonuses, and the average 
amount of each was conservative- 
ly estimated at $512. 


Indications were that about 35 ' 
per cent of the veterans would 
cash their bonds as soon as pos- 
sible, and the remaining 65 per 
cent would either hold them un- 
til their maturity In 1945, or cash 
the bonds of $50 denomination a* 
they might be needed between 
now and the date of maturity* 
keeping all the bonds they possi- 
bly could to draw Interest as an 
Investment.

CONSUMERS ON BEEF 
SEEN FROM DECLINE 


NOW SCRAPING THE LOWEST 
LEVELS SINCE GOVERNMENT 


STOPPED PURCHASES 


CHICAGO, June 15.—(^Indi- 
cating cheaper beef prices to con- 
sumers, live cattle values today 
were scrapping the lowest levels 
since the government stopped its 
drought relief purchasing 
more( 
than a year ago. 


Cattle broke 25 to 85 cents a 


hundredweight last week, contin- 
uing the steady decline In the steer 
price structure which has been un- 
der way, almost without Interrup- 
tion, since January. 
Choice and 


prime stere prices were the lowest 
since December, 1934. 
, 
Heavy receipts at majpr markets 


and the sluggish consumer demand 
were factors contributing to tho 
downward trend. Lower steer val- 
ues tended to aggravate the li- 
quidation of beeves because some 
farmers, livestock authorities said, 
showed no desire to feed relatively 
high priced cory to $7 and $8 
steers. 


The general level of wholesale 


beef prices, which were paralleled 
by retail prices, was the lowest of 
the season, market authorities here 
said. 
The huge amount of dressed beef 
in. storage was relieved partly In 
May but June 1 supplies were the 
heaviest for the date in six years, 
with the exception of 1935. 
The bulk of choice and prime 


steers sold here between $8 and 
$9 compared with an average week- 
ly price one week in May last year 
of $14.54, the peak since 1930. The 
average price of beef cattle here 
In May was $7.95, or $3.15 lower 
than last year.

The "containers" would move 


freight of many types In bulk In- 
stead of separate 
pieces 
from 
point of origin to final destina- 
tion under the Eastman propos- 
al. 


The co-ordlnator said the con- 
tainers should be on standard 
size so they would fit Into motor 
truck, railroad car and boat. 
Savings of millions of dollar* in 


handling and cartage charges col- 
lected now would result, Eastman 
said. 
He presented a detailed 


survey to show that more than a 
hundred million tons of freight 
was available for the service, and 
said it also would develop much 
new business. 


As an example, Eastman said a 


shipment of groceries from New 
York to Chicago now costs $5.60 
per ton for handling, while under 
fhe "container" plan fhese 
costs 


would be clipped to less than one 
dollar. 
The co-ordlnator suggested that 
a "single company" be established 
to provide the containers nation- 
ally and that it be free from gov- 
ernment regulation at the start 
"to afford an opportunity to pri- 
vate enterprise to show what It 
can do in the absence of govern- 
ment Interference."

Miss Bright, who

home with her niece, Mrs. (Jeorge 
Workman, at 1295 Roberts street, 
was one of the teachers whose 
untiring efforts were responsible 
for the establishment of the sec- 
ond free public school 
system 


In the state of Texas, at Corsl- 
cana, some 54 years ago. 


Last of Her Class. 
In addition, It Is believed that 


she Is the last survivor of the 
'irst two graduating classes at 
Sam Houston Teachers' 
college, 


Huntsvllle, Texas. At a recent 
organization meeting of the ex- 
students of the Huntsvllle educa- 
tional Institution, held at the home 
of Mrs. J. C. demons, in Beau- 
mont. Miss Bright was the old- 
est representative present. 


After her graduation at 
Sam 


Houston, the young teacher, then 
in her twenties, was assigned to 
the small brick 
school 
which 


housed the first of the new type 
systems in that part of the state. 
Her reminiscences of the 
diffi- 


culties in grading children 
ac- 


cording to their abilities are In- 
teresting, considering to what de- 
gree this division In classes has 
developed today. 


Previous to that time a series 


of private schools 
had 
catered 


only to those children whose par- 
ents could afford to pay for In- 
struction, thus creating a decid- 
edly unfair advantage 
for 
the 


more privileged Miss Bright re- 
lates. In her earlier career she 
was an instructor in one of these 
private institutions. 


First Year Hardest 
After .the first year, and pro- 


motions, the task of classification 
was less difficult under the new 
regime, but still many obstacles 
were In the way of a well-organ- 
ized system. 
For a number of 


sem'esters 
only 
the 
maximum 


amount of reading, writing, arith- 
metic and spelling were given, 
with no extra- curricular activi- 
ties. 


Later, the pioneer teacher watch- 


ed the gradual Increase of desire 
for specialization, and was one 
of those to express the need for 
a program, broader In scope. Art 
and music were then added, al- 
though at first, music was taught 
more or less as an old type sing- 
Ing lesson, without recourse to 
printed material or Instruments. 


Talented In painting in many 


forms, oils, water 
colors, 
and 


china painting. Miss Bright was 
one of the foremost 'of the art 
teachers In the early days. Sev- 
eral of her canvases, still showing 
the blended loveliness which must 
have made them outstanding in 
her youth, grace the walls of her 
home here In Beaumont. 


Library Extension. 


Another interest, carried 
over 


from her almost half a century 
In the educational field, Is her 
library of books, 
probably 
300 


volumes 
of 
encyclopedias 
and 
teacher's manuals. She has In her 
possession one copy of the very 
scarce elementary speller, 
first 


used In Texas, and published in 
1880 by Webster. Also she prizes 
a simple little 
volume entitled 


"The Texas 'Primer," which ii be- 
ing featured In centennial ex- 
hibits throughout the state this 
year. Many of her books have 
been donated to various schools 
In the state, the majority to ne- 


;ro Institutions In Corslcana, and 
:he Ogden school In Beaumont. 


Recollections of-early days In 


the raw, new state of Texas are 
told refreshingly by Miss Bright, 
who was the daughter of a pio- 
neer merchant. 
Tales of 
diffi- 


culties in transporting food and 
merchandise from 
the shipping 


center of Galveston to the Inland 
towns, mostly 
by primitive ox 


cart, were common, it Is said. 


Among her 
childhood remem- 
brances are thoughts of her own 
'black mammy," the only edu- 
cated negro in the settlement, and 
this old woman's devotion to the 
Bible, which she read unceasingly 
to her little charges. As a precau- 
tion against discontent and trou- 
ble, It was against the law to 
teach negroes to read at that 
time, she recalls. 


S.he Recalls Men In Gray. 
As a small girl in "pigtails and 


pinafore" 
she 
remembers cele- 


brations, parades and barbecues 
for marching men In gray, on 
their way to the battlefields of 
1861-62. Impressive to the young- 
ster's eyes were those gallant fig- 
ures with their shiny buttons and 
their glittering sabres, and every 
Incident of her contact with them 
is as vivid today as It was so 
many gears ago, she avers. 


Once when she was very small 


her father made a buying trip 
in the region of historic Velasso, 
and returned with a collection of 
fine sea shells and strange fos- 
sils, to the delight of his 
little 


daughter. This was the beginning 
of a hobby which, even today, Is 
the focal point of Interest for 
her. A half dozen shelves contain 
at least 200 representative speci- 
mens from Texas waters and also 
from many other sections of the 
United States. 


And so, surrounded 
by 
her 


books, and pictures, and hobbies 
this pioneer Texan rests on her 
laurels. But memories 
of 
the 


hundreds of childish destinies she 
has helped to guide must con- 
tribute to her peace of mind and 
her sense of work well done.

DISAPPOINTING 


DECISION 


It Is probably accurate to 


say that the decision of the 
United 
States 
Supreme 


Court, killing the New York 
minimum wage law for the 
protection of women and 
children, disappointed most 
of the American people. 


Fortunately popular feel- 


ing about this case is not 
complicated by party poli- 
tics. The law in question 
had no connection with cur- 
rent policies at Washington, 
but grew out pf social ef- 
forts antedating the New 
Deal by many years. It was 
supposed by most liberal- 
minded citizens to be con- 
stitution-proof. It was fram- 
ed expressly to avoid the le- 
gal weakness of a congres- 
sional minimum wage law 
for the District of Columbia 
invalidated by the Supreme 
Court in 1923. It sought to 
do this by specifying that 
wage payments to women 
and children should not be 
greater than the value of 
the services rendered. Near- 
ly a dozen other states join- 
ed New York in this pro- 
tective legislation. 


Public opinion on this 


case would be clearer now 
if judicial opinion were. 
The public is naturally puz- 
zled when four judges out! 
of nine, including the Chief 
Justice himself, declare that 
the law was valid, and es- 
pecially when Chief Justice 
Hughes speaking 
for 
the 


minority says: 


"I can find nothing in the 


federal Constitution which 
denies to the State the pow- 
er to prevent women from 
being exploited 
by 
over- 


reaching employers through 
the refusal of a fair wage, 
as defined in the New York

The legislature set forth that, 
as in other national crises, when 
a great leader arose to save the 
people, Franklin D. Roosevelt was 
chosen to lead and save the na- 
tion 'during the recent crisis.
